Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment /reconsideration filed on 
05/19/2009 amendment/reconsideration has been considered. Claims 1, 38 and 46 has 
been amended and therefore claims 1,8, 10-11, 18, 37-41, 44-49 and 52-53 are 
pending for examination, the rejection cited as stated below. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 05/1 9/2009 along with amendments to the 
independent claims 1 , 38 and 46 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1 , 8, 10-1 1 , 18, 37-41 , 44-49 and 52-53 have been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1,8,10-11,18, 37-41 , 44-49 and 52-53 are allowed. 

Regarding independent claims 1 , 38 and 46 prior art of the record does not singly 
or in combination teaches, "wherein the network data aggregations are defined via an 
XML file using a DTD format, wherein the network data aggregations are based on 
zoning information including a zone that is a set of ports in a fabric that make up a 
logical boundary, wherein an inband agent executing in a storage management server 
conducts discovery by issuing queries to switches in a storage area network via an 
Internet Protocol network segment, and wherein an outband agent executing in a 
network management server conducts discovery by issuing queries via communication 
pathways in the storage area network" or "for at least one current state value,

determining if the current state value is different than a corresponding prior state value 
for a corresponding network data aggregation, wherein the operation of, for at least one 
current state value, determining if the current state value is different than a 
corresponding prior state value, is performed for each of a plurality of levels in a 
hierarchy of data aggregations, wherein the plurality of data aggregations includes at 
least one data aggregation that is a subset of a corresponding superset data 
aggregation, and wherein the subset data aggregation is located in a hierarchal ordering 
after the corresponding superset data aggregation.
